Council 
urged to 
fly flag of 
Palestine 

BANNER-WAVING Pro- 
Palestinian supporters lob¬ 
bied councillors arriving for 
Monday’s important leader¬ 
ship vote at Walsall Council 
House. 

They held placards urg¬ 
ing the authority to fly the 
Palestinian flag in solidarity 
with people who had been 
affected by the conflict in 
Gaza. Glasgow and Fife 
in Scotland are the latest 
councils to agree to raise the 
standard.The black, white, 
green and red flag is already 
flying in Bradford, Tower 
Hamlets and Preston. 

Councillor Mohammed 
Arif, a member of the Wal¬ 
sall Coalition for Palestini- 
ant Rights which organised 
the peaceful demonstration, 
was among a handful of 
councillors to take part. 

He said: “The group is en¬ 
couraging Walsall Council to 
do likewise but there are 60 
councillors that need to be 
convinced. 

“Some feelthat council¬ 
lors should only concern 
themselves with Walsall 
matters. There’s also an ar¬ 
gument that international 
issues impact on people liv¬ 
ing in Walsall.” 

The group made its re¬ 
quest for the Palestinian 
flag to be flown at the coun¬ 
cil house in writing on Fri¬ 
day to the leaders of the 
Labour, Tory, Lib-Dems and 
UKIP parties. A decision 
was yet to be taken.

EAR-BITE ORDEAL 
FOR TOURIST, 22

A TOURIST has been recovering this week after having 
a chunk of his ear bitten off in Magaluf by a clubber high 
on the mind-bending drug ‘cannibal’. Connor Moore from 
Bloxwich was on his first holiday abroad when he was 
attacked in a nightclub called Bananas. 

The 22-year-old from Ingram Road was partying with seven friends 
on July 28 when an Italian man pounced on him and sunk his teeth into 
the top of his ear. Connor passed out and was rushed to hospital. 

He has since had to have tests for HIV 
and hepatitis and is now out of work while 


Tributes to 
ex-skydiver 
in fire death 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a ‘wonderful 
caring’ skydiver who died when a fire broke 
out at his home. 

Roger Still, aged 63, was found at the 
property near Walsall on August 3. He 

K had been a keen sky- 
diver who completed 
50 jumps before 
being struck down by 
illness.

Illness-Roger Still a heart attack s when 

he died Sunday last week at his home, in 
Brackendale Drive, Yew Tree on the Wal- 
sall-Sandwell border. 

It is thought the fire was started by a 
discarded cigarette. Mr Still’s sister Jenny 
Craddock, aged 44, of Redditch, said: “In 
his younger days he did 50 skydives and 
used to skipper barges. He used to be a re¬ 
ally active person.” 

Mr Still, who used a motorised wheel¬ 
chair, worked at Sandwell Council for 23 
years until 2012. 


his injuries heal. 

He said the attack was completely un¬ 
provoked. “It was like he was possessed. 
The pain was so excruciating I passed 
out,” he said. “I had lost my friends on the 
dance floor because it was so busy in there 
so I was taken to hospital alone. 

“I was in hospital for six hours and then 
got a taxi back to the hotel. My friends 
knew what had happened because a holi¬ 
day rep jumped in to help me.” 

It is believed the holiday rep intervened 
and pulled the man off Connor before 
telling paramedics the attacker had been 
on the drug called ‘cannibal’, which is be¬ 
lieved to make users want to bite people. 


Shipment 


It is not the first disturbing case of its 
kind and police in Magaluf and Ibiza are 
aware of the rising problem. 

Spanish police believe the drug is being 
sold in nightclubs after a large shipment 
arrived on the islands earlier this summer 
and, this month, health chiefs in Ibiza 
warned that British holidaymakers were 
being used as guinea pigs in the trialling 
of new drugs. 

The drug is sometimes referred to as 
a cocaine substitute and can be snorted, 
taken by mouth, or injected and can cause 
people to lash out by biting. It has been 
blamed for a recent attack in which a Brit¬ 
ish tourist had to be handcuffed after bit¬ 
ing a policeman. 

In Magaluf, a holidaymaker who was 
high on the party drug had to be restrained 
by 10 policeman after he was caught trying 
to bite sunbathers. The synthetic drug is 
made of bath salts, which contain a pow¬ 
erful stimulant called MDPV.

THE annual Walsall Town Show will re¬ 
turn next year after organisers vowed not 
to be put off by the bad weather which led 
to it being called off early this weekend. 

Up to 4,000 people enjoyed the activities 
on offer which ranged from displays to fair¬ 
ground rides on Saturday. But organisers 
were unable to attract the crowds on Sun¬ 
day because of heavy downpours through¬ 
out the morning. 

Bosses had hoped a crowd of up to 
8,000 would turn out for the event - if the 


weather had held out. Attractions at the 
event included the big foot trucks, along 
with wrestlers, vintage vehicles and steam 
engine displays. 

Walsall Town Show was resurrected 
by Councillor Anthony Harris in 2009 to 
celebrate the 150th birthday of ‘King of 
Showmen’ Pat Collins. He said although 
numbers were down, along with money 
raised, the popular event would come back 
again after positive feedback from people 
who attended on the Saturday. 


Pub pair 
left hurt 
after van 
hits them 

ONE MAN has been seri¬ 
ously injured and another 
hurt following a hit-and-run 
as they walked along the 
pavement in Brownhills. 

Police say the pair had 
just left a pub when they 
were hit by a van near to 
the Thai Lanna restaurant 
by the Wilkin Road and 
Hednesford Road junction 
at 12.50am on Sunday. 

The man who was most 
seriously injured and is 
being treated in hospital in 
Stoke and has been named 
locally as Gareth James. 

The 42-year-old has been 
described by police as hav¬ 
ing ‘serious injuries’. The 
other was treated and re¬ 
leased with minor injuries. 

The van failed to stop 
and was later recovered in 
Kingstanding and officers 
are now appealing for infor¬ 
mation and witnesses. The 
road was closed until around 
lunchtime. 

The two men had been 
socialising at The Waterside 
pub and the collision hap¬ 
pened just after they left. 

Co-manager Michael Pal¬ 
mer was one of the first on 
the scene. He saw a van go 
past as he was locking up. 
Mr Palmer, aged 51, said: 
“They were both just there 
on the floor. Everybody is 
gutted as they are the two 
most inoffensive lads you 
could ever want to meet.”

DISABLED visitors to Walsall Man¬ 
or Hospital are being advised to ask 
for help after 60 parking spaces 
were closed to make way for a new 
ward. 

Several disabled parking bays are 
among the bays temporarily lost 
while the £4.7m development goes 
on. 

One disabled motorist Peter At¬ 
kins has complained he had to park 


further away from the ward where 
his sick wife Margaret, aged 74, was 
being treated. 

Hospital chiefs said there are 
volunteers who can provide wheel¬ 
chairs to help visitors who need it to 
get around the site and there were 
a small number of priority spaces 
near the main doors. 

Mr Atkins, also 74, of Ashtree 
Road, Pelsall, suffers from angina 


and back problems and said he 
often arrived too late to get one of 
the disabled bays near the entrance 
and had not been offered assistance. 

“I am concerned about all the dis¬ 
abled people that are trying to see 
their relatives because you have to 
get to the hospital really early to get 
a disabled space as the car park gets 
congested. 

“My wife was in the old west 


wing. That’s about a quarter of a 
mile walk back for me to get from 
the car park near Pleck Road to her 
ward,” Mr Atkins said. 

Colin Plant ofWalsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust said: “For patients 
or visitors who require assistance 
to get around the hospital site, we 
have a number of volunteers avail¬ 
able to help who can be accessed at 
the main reception desk.” 


Bird ousted as Labour 
regains council control 


LABOUR has wrestled back control of Wal¬ 
sall Council after 14 years following a crunch 
meeting over the leadership of the authority. 

Three members of the party even flew back from 
their holiday to ensure they had enough people to 
back a motion to remove Conservative Councillor 
Mike Bird and appoint Labour’s Sean Coughlan in 
his place. The motion was carried with 31 votes 
for, 12 against, and 16 abstentions, mostly from the

Councillors Angela 
Underhill, Gareth II- 
lmann-Walker and Patti 
Lane interrupted their hol¬ 
idays abroad to take part in 
the political challenge. In 
the run-up to the vote, La¬ 
bour held 30 of the author¬ 
ity’s 60 seats following the 
party’s by-election win in 
the Birchills and Leamore 
ward. 

At an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing of the council on Mon¬ 
day, Councillor Coughlan 
pointed out that only 22,970 
people had voted for the 
Conservative-Liberal Demo¬ 
crat coalition which has held 
power for the last two years, 
compared to 43,990 voting 
against it. 

He pledged to focus on 
creating jobs for young 
people and providing social 
housing. 

After the meeting he said: 
“We provided a responsible 
opposition but the ultimate 
goal was to run Walsall 
Council. We believe we can 
do it better. I accept it’s a 
difficult time but there was 
a consensus from our side 
that we were not going to 
jump up and down about the 
outcome.” 

Councillor Coughlan said 
the authority now faced 
tough challenges to save 
£84m over the next four 
years. .”

Business 
in call for 
improved 
broadband 

BROADBAND services 
need to be improved in a 
Black Country borough to 
help boost business, a coun¬ 
cillor has said. 

It was revealed earlier 
this year that at least 95 per 
cent of the Black Country 
will be connected to high¬ 
speed broadband within 
three years thanks to a £7.5 
million boost. 

The money provided 
under the Broadband De¬ 
livery UK (BDUK) scheme 
will see a major investment 
in Broadband infrastructure 
in Dudley, Sandwell, Wol¬ 
verhampton and Walsall. 

Run by the Black Country 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (LEP) the scheme aims 
to give 95 per cent of homes 
and businesses a chance to 
access superfast broadband 
by 2017. 

Walsall Labour councillor 
Doug James says improved 
broadband is crucial to the 
borough. He said: “An es¬ 
sential part of Walsall’s fu¬ 
ture is how our communities 
work with Government and 
business to provide high 
speed broadband. 

“Walsall must work to¬ 
wards making our town one 
of the best connected urban 
areas in the West Midlands. 
There is much to do. “Wal¬ 
sall needs all the help we 
can get.”

Planners 
backing 
£400m 
city plan 

A NEW £400 million de¬ 
velopment has been an¬ 
nounced for Birmingham as 
the city centre continues its 
huge overhaul. 

Planning bosses have 
given the thumbs-up to the 
first part of the Arena Cen¬ 
tral scheme, which will see 
an eight-storey office block 
built on the site of the for¬ 
mer ATV studios in Broad 
Street. 

Detailed planning con¬ 
sent has been given for the 
building, opposite Cente¬ 
nary Square, which will 
also house 140,000 sq ft of 
accommodation and 5,000 
sq ft of retail space on the 
ground floor. 

The building, 1 Arena 
Central, is the first step 
in the masterplan for the 
9.2-acre site, where outline 
permissions are already in 
place for office space, homes, 
2,500 parking spaces and 
leisure and retail units. 

Jonathan Wallis from 
Arena Central Develop¬ 
ments Ltd, which is behind 
the scheme, said: “With 
reserved matters planning 
consent now secured we 
are poised to begin the first 
phase of development at 
Arena Central in earnest, 
and 1 Arena Central could 
be available to occupiers in 
mid-2016.” 


Grand refurb 
not until 2017 

THE £800,000 redevelop¬ 
ment of the Grand Theatre 
will not take place until 
2017 at the earliest so as 
not to clash with work at 
the Civic. 

Bosses at the historic 
theatre are preparing for a 
major revamp after being 
given Government cash. 

Work will be staggered so 
that two of the city’s largest 
entertainment venues are 
not closed at the same time. 
A revamp of the Civic is due 
to start at the end of 2015. 

It comes as leisure chiefs 
revealed they want more 
sport to be held at the Civic 
after its £10m refurb.

Road improvements to get under way 


WORK is set to begin on the next phase of 
a multi-million pound road improvement 
project to pave the way for major regenera¬ 
tion in Walsall. 

The junction of Darlaston Road and Bes- 
cot Road will be widened next month to 
improve routes and cut congestion between 
Pleck and Darlaston. 

Beswick House, a former mental health 
services base, will be demolished as part of 
the £26 million pound Darlaston Strategic 
Development scheme, to improve a number 


of routes near the M6 as part of the wider 
Black Country Enterprise Zone to bring in 
new business and create thousands of jobs. 

Known locally as the Brown Lion junc¬ 
tion, it will be improved with new traffic 
signals, a widened carriageway and extra 
lanes on three of the approaches. 

Council bosses insistthe road upgrade is 
necessary for regeneration and would make 
it safer for drivers and pedestrians. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, portfolio 
holder for regeneration and transport said 


the scheme had now reached an important 
milestone. 

He added: “Four junctions are going to 
be improved as part of the measures and 
I’m delighted that we are now at the stage 
where work will start at the Brown Lion 
junction. 

“Better roads around the Black Country 
enterprise zone, which includes Darlaston, 
will mean we can unlock 40 hectares of land 
and create more than 3,000 jobs in the next 
few years. This junction is one of the busi¬ 


est in the borough because it’s close to junc¬ 
tion 9 of the M6 and needs to be improved. 

“I’m confident that very shortly we’ll 
be able to confirm the appointment of our 
highways contractor with work expected to 
start at the end of September.” 

The Black Country enterprise zone is 
an initiative involving the four boroughs 
of Walsall, Wolverhampton, Dudley and 
Sandwell. 

All the work is expected to be completed 
by summer 2016. 


Thug jailed after threats 
of violence to woman, 18 


Plea as 
rubbish 
dumped 
in street 

UP to three tons of rubbish 
was dumped in a Walsall 
street close to houses and 
businesses. 

The rubbish, made up of 
recyclable materials such 
as plastics, was dumped in 
Balls Street, Chuckery. 

Environmental health 
chiefs have labelled the in¬ 
cident as ‘unacceptable’ and 
are calling on any witnesses 
to the flytipping to come for¬ 
ward. 

Walsall’s environment 
chief Councillor Chris Towe 
said an investigation had 
been launched, adding: 

“This fly tipping has taken 
place in an area overlooked 
by residential properties 
and businesses and I would 
urge anyone who witnessed 
anything to get in touch. 

“Clearing up fly tipping 
costs the council, and ulti¬ 
mately our residents as tax¬ 
payers thousands of pounds 
per year. It is only right that 
those responsible pay the 
price for their actions.” 

The council dealt with 
3,389 incidents of fly-tip- 
ping, equating to around 
1,695 tons of waste, in 
2013/14 and it cost the au¬ 
thority £206,311.

A THUG who threatened to stab a terrified 
pregnant woman after holding her captive 
has been jailed for more than three years. 

Benjamin Hasson demanded to know the where¬ 
abouts of the 18-year-old woman’s partner and 
refused to let her leave his flat in Bloxwich Road 


South, Willenhall. 

After threatening her, 
he forced the woman and 
a 13-year-old girl who was 
with her at the time into 
a taxi and demanded to be 
taken to Anthony Kelly. 

After being driven two 
miles to King Charles Av¬ 
enue in Bentley, Walsall, 
Hasson found Mr Kelly and 
repeatedly punched and 
kicked him. He was left with 
injuries to his eye and nose. 
Birmingham Crown Court 
heard that the incident was 
all over the payment of an 
electricity bill. 

Hasson, aged 35, admitted 
offences of kidnap and as¬ 
sault on October 30. He also 
pleaded guilty to a separate 
charge of possession of £30 
of cannabis. He was jailed 
for a total of 45 months. 

Miss Madhu Rai, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the kidnap 
victim was five months preg¬ 
nant at the time of her or¬ 
deal, which lasted for more 
than an hour. 

She said that after Has¬ 
son ushered her and the 
teenager into his home, he 
shouted for her boyfriend’s 
phone number and told her 
that she was not going an¬ 
ywhere and that he would 
beat her up. He also made 
threats of stabbing her and

pouring boiling fat over her, 
Miss Rai said. 

After being made to get 
into the taxi, the terrified 
pair were taken to Bentley 
where the assault took place 
inside a house. Ms Julia 
Smart, for the defence, said 
the issue had arisen as Mr 
Kelly owed money to Has¬ 
son over payment of an elec¬ 
tricity bill. 

Hassan, who has previ¬ 
ous convictions for robbery, 
affray and assault, initially 
denied the offences. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Nicholas Webb said: “You 
behaved in a threatening 
manner to a young woman. 
You detained her for about 
an hour in which you were 
persistently aggressive.”

HUNDREDS of young¬ 
sters are risking their lives 
by trespassing on railway 
tracks, latest figures claim. 

A total of 145 trespassing 
incidents were recorded in 
the West Midlands be¬ 
tween April and July this 
year. British Transport Po¬ 
lice said more than half of 
the trespassers were aged 
between 14 and 25. 

Police officers are now 
stepping up patrols. 

Insp Lee Gordon of the 
Safer Travel Partnership 
said: “Children and young 
adults need to understand 
the dangers of the railway 
and the risk this poses.”

A BLIND man feared his 
faithful guide dog had been 
killed after it was savaged 
by a Staffordshire bull ter¬ 
rier. 

Five-year-old labrador There¬ 
sa, owned by Alistair Dunbar, 
of Willenhall, suffered punc¬ 
ture wounds to her neck dur¬ 
ing the attack, which happened 
in Woolpack Alley, off Dudley 
Street. 

Eye-witnesses said the owner of 
the bull terrier - believed to be a 
local homeless man - lost control 
of the dog before it began barking 
wildly and clamped its jaws around 
the guide dog’s neck, swinging it 
around like a rag-doll. The dog even¬ 
tually relinquished his grip after 
local butchers kicked him, doused 
him in cold water and repeatedly 
struck him with an iron bar. 

Mr Dunbar, who is blind and re¬ 
lies on Theresa to help him carry 
out his daily routine, said the attack 
on August 1 had left him severely 
traumatised. 

“I am absolutely distraught. I 
could hear my dog yelping and I 
knew something was wrong. When 
it quietened down I thought she 
was dead,” said the 64-year-old from 
Willenhall. 

Stitches 

“The whole thing was probably 
over in a few minutes, but it felt like 
it lasted an eternity. I was covered 
in blood from head to toe.” 

The guide dog was taken to 
the vets and had to have multiple 
stitches in her neck. 

Police are currently investigat¬ 
ing. Butchers Bill Ions, Steven Fos¬ 
ter and Richard Ashton ran out of 
Michael Kirk, in Woolpack Alley, 
when they heard the attack outside 
the shop. 

Mr Ions, aged 62, said: “The 
Staffie had its jaws around the 
guide dog’s neck and straight away I 
thought ‘he’s going to kill him here’. 

“Richard kicked him a few times, 
but he wouldn’t let go, so Stephen 
threw a bucket of cold water over 
him. I got an iron bar from the shop 
and kept hitting him until he let go. 
It was quite shocking.” ”

Given our 
plans for expanding our business 
into new areas - including tele 
health, weight management train¬ 
ing, and export services - we need 
a new headquarters from which to 
drive our business forward. 

“We are grateful to Walsall 
Council for their encouragement to 
develop it on the site at Hatherton 
Street, ideal for our purposes.”

First no cold calling zone aims to cut crime

THE first no cold calling zone has been set 
up in Walsall in a bid to reduce doorstep 
crime in the area. 

More than 700 residents responded to a 
public consultation in Bentley and said they 
were in favour of the zone going ahead. 

The scheme, launched last week, is the 
brainchild of Walsall Trading Standards, 
which has worked in partnership with local 
councillors, community safety teams, Wal¬ 
sall Housing Group, neighbourhood man¬ 
agement teams and police. 

It comes after a spate of distraction bur¬ 
glaries and doorstep crime in and around 


Bentley and signs have been put up advis¬ 
ing would-be traders they are not welcome 
and should refrain from calling in the area. 

A total of 63 streets were covered as part 
of the consultation process and each prop¬ 
erty was issued with a sticker to put up in 
their window warning off cold callers. 

Councillor Chris Towe, cabinet member 
for environment, said: “Evidence suggests 
that bogus cold callers and rogue traders 
have been directly responsible for a signifi¬ 
cant number of doorstep crimes within the 
area. 

“For many older and more vulnerable 


residents, cold callers can be very convinc¬ 
ing or intimidating. 

“With the help of the police and other 
partners, Trading Standards officers have 
erected signs and stickers in the Bentley 
area warning door to door sellers that they 
are not welcome. 

“This has proven to be a success in other 
parts of the country and helps to reduce 
doorstep crime. The effectiveness of the 
Bentley zone will be closely monitored.” 

Bentley is the first area in the borough 
to become a no cold calling zone and more 
could benefit later this year. 


Crackdown cuts wrong 
type of rubbish in bins 


THE number of bins ‘contaminated’ with the 
wrong kind of rubbish has almost halved in 
the last year, following a controversial recy¬ 
cling crackdown. 

Binmen were ordered not to collect rubbish which 
contained the wrong kind of items for recycling as a 
zero-tolerance approach by Walsall Council. 

It was launched in November 2012 and led to thousands 


Two extra 
ambulances 
go to Manor

Stafford and Surrounds 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group made the decision 
after Stafford Hospital cut 
60 beds. 

Lee Washington, general 
manager for the ambulance 
service in Staffordshire, 
said: “It has been a difficult 
procedure. 

“The arrangements have 
been in place six weeks and 
have been working well.” 


of bins not being collected 
across the borough. 

Latest figures from July 
2013 to June 2014 reveal 
there were 41,151 reports 
of contaminated bins. This 
compared to 78,589 during 
the same period for the pre¬ 
vious year. 

Council chiefs say the 
number of bins found with 
the wrong kind of waste is 
now less than one per cent. 

Concerns were raised at 
the start of the recycling 
crackdown when officers 
began checking green bins. 

Those found to contain 
things such as food, nappies 
and household waste re¬ 
ceived a yellow sticker and 
were not emptied, sparking 
a flurry of complaints from 
angry residents. 

The council said it had 
been forced to make a stand 
after a drop in the recycling 
rate, meaning more tax pay¬ 
ers cash was being spent 
sending rubbish to landfill. 

Environment chief, coun¬ 
cillor Chris Towe said they 
were striving to reduce the 
the amount of contaminated 
bins even further 

“While contamination is 
unacceptable it is important 
to look at the figures in con¬ 
text,” he said. 

“In total we empty bins 
weekly from more than 
100,000 properties which 
amounts to more than 11 
million collections per year 
of household rubbish, recy¬ 
cling and garden waste.”

IN January 2012, I had a minor 
shunt in the car. Damage was 
limited to a broken number plate 
and a bit of bumper scuffing. 
Nobody was hurt, and I never at 
any point suggested it was any¬ 
body’s fault but my own. 

So why is it, more than two- 
and-a-half years later, I sudden¬ 
ly find myself inundated with 
phone calls from people telling 
me I am entitled to compensa¬ 
tion from the injuries I received? 

One company, calling itself 
Access To Justice, has been 
particularly prolific. After every 
call, I have been assured that I 
have been removed from the 
database, and that I won’t be 
hearing from them again. After 
probably more than a dozen 
calls, they finally seem to have 
gone quiet. 

Interestingly, these characters 
have also come to the attention 
of an organisation called the 
Access To Justice Foundation, 
which has stressed that it has no 
connection to the calls. 

“The activities of these call¬ 
ers are the subject of an ongo¬ 
ing investigation to identify the 
responsible company and take 
appropriate action,” says the 
trust’s website. I would like to 
have helped, but the calls always 
come from a withheld num¬ 
ber, and they always seem very 
guarded about giving out any in¬ 
formation about themselves. 

So where did they get their in¬ 
accurate information from? Well 
a call from another similar com¬ 
pany, this time called Pinpoint, 
let the cat out of the bag. 

A few weeks earlier, I had used 
a company which said it would 
be able to get me a cheaper deal 
on my car insurance. I had been 
quite pleased with the service I 
received the previous year, get¬ 
ting my premium down from 
more than £400 to just £200. But 
this year it involved spending 
more than an hour on the phone 
with no end result. 

Anyway, it transpires that by 
answering that company’s ques¬ 
tions, I had also unwittingly con¬ 
sented to having my answers 
sold on to other parties. 

So if your car insurance is due 
for renewal shop around by all 
means, but make it clear that 
you do not consent to having 
your information passed on to 
anybody in the accident claims 
business.

Marvel-ous Mike 
and his super art 


DANNY FARRAGHER 

speaks to a former Black 
Country artist whose Mar¬ 
vel comic artwork is now 
on exhibition in Paris 

IN their infancy their artwork 
was decried as cheap, base 
and it was even accused of 
corrupting the minds of Amer¬ 
ica’s youth. 

So it’s fair to say that since the 
first superhero Superman appeared 
in the 1930s the art of comics, or 
graphic novels as many are now 
known, has come a long way. 

If you want evidence then the 
Art Ludique Galerie on the banks 
of The Seine in Paris is staging an 
exhibition, until the end of August, 
detailing 75 years of Marvel comics. 

Among the work in this prestigious 
gallery are examples of Wolverhampton’s 
own Marvel-lous artist Mike Perkins. 

Mike, originally from Bushbury, now 
lives in Florida and is among the most re¬ 
spected illustrators in the Marvel stable 
with his work producing some of the best 
known characters from the comic giant’s 
catalogue including Captain America, 
The Fantastic Four, X-Men and Thor. 

Autograph 

At conventions throughout the world 
Mike’s work, autograph and pose for a 
photograph is always in big demand. Not 
bad for a local lad whose earliest memo¬ 
ries are of comics and wanting to draw. 

“I believe I first picked up a comic at 
the age of two - swiftly followed by a 
pencil and a piece of paper. I have vivid 
memories of drawing the Lone Ranger 
in nursery class - so I would have been, 
about, four years old.” 

Jump ahead eight years and the young 
Perky, as he was known to his friends,

was making his own comics (Future 
Tense, Warp 10), photocopying them 
and selling them at St Peter’s Colle¬ 
giate School, Compton Park during 
lunchtime - with a cunningly attached 
fun-size Mars bar as a further incen¬ 
tive. 

This seems a million miles away from 
Art Ludique Galerie’s exhibition and 
Mike, now 44, was seriously impressed 
to see his work hanging in the gallery. 

“It was truly an honour to be in¬ 
cluded in the exhibition with many of 
the artworks shown playing inspira¬ 


tion to my own illustrations of Captain 
America that were spotlighted in the 
show. 

“To be exhibited in Paris in a world 
class gallery, on the banks of The Seine! 

“Well, it’s a dream come true and one 
that any artist would love to be a part 
of. 

“I appreciate how lucky I am but I 
also recognise how much hard work has 
gone into producing quality work to the 
point of it being exhibited in this way.” 

And as ever it’s not just Mike’s artis¬ 
tic work which is in big demand. 


“While I was over there I also took 
part in a panel discussion with writer 
Mike Carey from the Comics Unmasked 
Exhibition at The British Library.” 

Perky has been focused on his career, 
never once thinking he was going to be 
anything else other than an artist. 

“I was nurtured on a steady diet of 
2000AD, Captain Britain and Doctor 
Who monthly, and got a Saturday job in 
a local comic shop, The Place, where I 
was not only exposed to a wider world of 
comics but also to the professional side 
of the industry while attending markets 
around England.” 

After studying at Bournville College 
of Art, Perky then went on a business 
course to get to grips with being an ar¬ 
tistic entrepreneur and set himself up as 
a graphic designer and illustrator. 

“It was during this time I worked 
on promotional materials, books, mag¬ 
azines, album designs and computer 
game development. In 1993 I hooked up 
with Temple Rogers Artists Agents and 
that really kick-started my comics and 
illustrating career.” 

“I was given Commissions in 2000AD 
for Future Shocks and Judge Dredd sto¬ 
ries. 

“Then while living in Poland I con¬ 
tinued to create work for Marvel 
UK, Henderson Publishing, Dorling 
Kindersley and Caliber Comics as well 
as further work for 2000AD and Nowa 
Fantastyka.” 

He has recently finished the 31 issue 
adaptation of Stephen King’s The Stand 
which earned a place on the New York 
Times Bestseller list and then moved on 
to illustrating Astonishing X-Men. 

Mike has been nominated numerous 
times for Eisner awards, which is the 
comics industry’s “Oscars”, and Harvey 
Awards for outstanding achievements 
in comic books and has won the Eagle 
Award.

ONE of the many buzz words 
kicked around by central gov¬ 
ernment is ‘localism’ but it turns 
out to mean absolutely nothing. 

Take, for example, the case of 
Sandwell Council and its sting¬ 
ing rebuke from the High Court 
over its attempt to stop itself 
funding ‘benefits tourism’. 

The Government decided it 
would be up to councils to de¬ 
cide how much, if any, discount 
on council tax they would offer 
to working-age people of limited 
means. 

Under the Welfare Reform Act, 
the Government replaced coun¬ 
cil tax benefit with a grant. But 
it only covered 90 per cent of 
the bill, leaving councils to find 
or save the other 10 per cent. 
Some, such as Wolverhampton, 
came up with new models to 
charge a small amount of coun¬ 
cil tax. Others carried on as be¬ 
fore, but just absorbed the hit. 

Sandwell tried to be clev¬ 
er. It was prepared to take the 
hit but didn’t want to cover the 
costs of new arrivals as well. So 
it introduced a ‘residency test’. 
Although the example of bene¬ 
fits tourists from costly areas of 
London was given in court, the 
theory applied more locally. 

Sandwell was effectively 
erecting a wall around itself to 
stop people from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton or other nearby areas, where 
the cost was passed on to resi¬ 
dents, from moving a few miles 
down the road where their an¬ 
nual bills would be less, at the 
expense of the residents already 
living there. 

But it fell foul of the High 
Court. And now it’s left the coun¬ 
cil licking its wounds to the tune 
of tens of thousands of pounds 
of legal fees. And it faces the 
headache of having to appeal or 
look at its system all over again. 
It also exposes the futility of 
the ‘localism’ agenda. Councils 
were given the power to decide 
how to cope with these changes 
themselves, but then the High 
Court can intervene and overrule 
the decisions of democratically 
elected councillors. 

There are just three months 
left before the trust running Staf¬ 
ford Hospital gets dissolved. 

After years of inquiries and ef¬ 
forts to turn it around, people in 
Stafford now face being left with 
a pale shadow of what they once 
had. 

Thousands have marched 
through the streets in protest. 
Some even took to setting up 
tents to fight for a better alter¬ 
native. 

Kate Godfrey, Labour’s can¬ 
didate for Stafford in next 
year’s General Election, thinks 
Tory incumbent Jeremy Lefroy 
should stand down and trigger 
a by-election to force the Gov¬ 
ernment to take notice. He dis¬ 
agrees, saying it will leave Staf¬ 
ford without representation and 
anyone fighting for the hospital 
when it needs it most. 

The political battle for Stafford 
will come next year. For now, 
campaigners have bigger things 
to worry about.

Concerns 
over youth 
services 
shake-up 


REASSURANCES have been sought over 
the future of youth services in Walsall after it 
emerged support for young people is facing 
budget cuts of more than a third. 

The services in Walsall could be taken out of coun¬ 
cil control and run by a not-for-profit organisation 


or charity to save money. 

The funding for the In¬ 
tegrated Young People’s 
Support Services has plum¬ 
meted from £9.1 million 
in 2009/10 to £5.8m in the 
coming financial year. 

Council bosses have 
warned they are struggling 
to keep services going and 
are proposing for a non¬ 
profit firm to take on the 
services in a move which 
aims to save £1.78m over 
four years. 

But Councillor Barbara 
Cassidy, chair of the coun¬ 
cil’s children and young 
people’s scrutiny panel, has 
voiced concerns and called 
for more information on 
how the plans will impact 
on other organisations who 
already provide services to 
young people. 

The plans were outlined 
in a report to the council 
and would mean some 126

staff being transferred from 
the authority to the new 
body, keeping their existing 
terms of employment. 

The department includes 
a youth justice service, 
which works with 150 chil¬ 
dren on court orders to help 
rehabilitation. It also funds 
activities in youth centres 
and holiday programmes, 
as well as providing support 
for families of youngsters 
with special educational 
needs. 

Councillor Cassidy said: 
““The panel would like to 
know who already delivers 
what, where and how and 
how this change would im¬ 
pact on other organisations 
who already provide ser¬ 
vices to young people. We 
would like to request a more 
detailed briefing note.”

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Derelict buildings 
to be demolished 


DERELICT buildings are poised to 
be pulled down to clear a prominent 
Walsall town centre site for poten¬ 
tial redevelopment. 

A row of empty units in Station 
Street have been earmarked for 
demolition after standing empty for 
more than a decade. A huge fire - 
one of the biggest blazes in years 
- ruined the neighbouring Boak 
building on the corner of the street 
two years ago. 

Owners of the buildings which 
could be razed say there are no firm 
plans for the land at this stage. 

The clearance of the site in Sta¬ 
tion Street is subject to formal ap¬ 
proval from the council. 


An initial application was put for¬ 
ward more than a year ago but was 
deemed invalid. A fresh application 
has now been lodged. 

The submission, through agent 
ASB Property Ltd Consultants, on 
behalf of the owners, states: “The 
proposals are to demolish the re¬ 
maining buildings 8-13 and clear 
the whole of the site and to min¬ 
imise the harm of the loss of the 
buildings we are proposing to erect 
temporary hoardings around the 
site.” 

A huge blaze ripped through the 
Grade II listed Boak building at the 
corner of Station Street in summer 
2012.

Cat snared in illegal 
trap at allotment site 


ANIMAL welfare campaigners have 
warned of the dangers illegal traps 
pose to children and animals after a 
cat suffered eye injuries when it was 
snared at an allotment in Walsall. 

The female tabby, which is be¬ 
lieved to be about two-years-old, was 
caught by its neck in a Fenn trap 
at Delves Green Road Allotments, 
which an animal welfare group says 
was set illegally. 

Allotment holder Helena Lub- 
kowski helped to free the animal and 
took it to Hillman Vets in Lichfield 
Street, where it is recovering but the 
cat’s owner is yet to be found. 

Jaine Wild, secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Anti Snaring Campaign, 


which campaigns against the sale 
and manufacture of animal snares 
in the UK, said she was horrified 
and warned a child could have easily 
been caught in the trap. 

She said: “Fenn traps are nor¬ 
mally only used by gamekeepers. 
They are usually put in a tunnel 
or box to catch stoats, weasels or 
rats. This is one which was illegally 
placed out in the open in the allot¬ 
ment. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird, 
said: “We have been contacted by 
the Anti-Snaring Society. In light 
of this officers will be writing to a 
nominated representative from each 
site with regards to pest control.”

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Anger of family forced 
to tidy baby son's grave

A MOTHER says her family 
was forced to clean up the 
grave of her six-month-old 
son at Bloxwich cemetery 
because the council left it to 
become overgrown. 

Carol Keenan says grass had 
started to cover the stone laid for 
Jamie Johnson at Bloxwich cem¬ 
etery and she 
was left to tidy 
it up with her 
help from her 
partner. 

She has crit¬ 
icised Walsall 
Council whose of¬ 
ficials say the site 
was not neglected 
but staff were un¬ 
able to get to the 
main memorial 
because of fenc¬ 
ing put around it. 
Mrs Keenan, 
who had her son 29 years ago, said: 
“My sister went to visit my son’s grave 
and saw that it was completely over¬ 
grown. I think it is absolutely disgust¬ 
ing of the council to leave it to get in 
such a state. 

“They say they could not cut the 
grass because of the fence we have put 
around the grave but I told them they 
could take that down to do it and they 
still didn’t. 

“I hadn’t visited Jamie’s grave in 
a year until this week due to health 
problems but when I saw it I couldn’t 
believe my eyes.” 

The 46-year-old, who has now had 
another three children, previously 
lived in Green Lane but moved to 
Stoke-on-Trent many years ago. 

She recently tended to the grave of 
her son, who died of cot death, and 
cut the grass and laid down slate chip- 
pings. 


She says she will be ‘monitoring’ the 
council’s maintenance from now on. 

She added: “I grieve every day for 
my son and each day it is supposed to 
get easier but for me it gets harder and 
this has only made things worse. 

Fencing 

“I was only 17 when I had Jamie 
and I never fully came to terms with 
his death but this whole situation has 
made me so unwell. I want the council 
to keep an eye on the grave from now 
on and treat my baby like he should 
be treated.” 


Steve Billings, bereavement and 
registration services manager, said 
the grave has been maintained at ex¬ 
actly the same level as others inside 
the cemetery. 

He added: “Council officers have 
been cutting the grass as close as they 
can to the plastic fencing that the 
family have installed around the grave 
without damaging it. 

“If they are referring to an area that 
they have created which is covered 
with slate chippings we cannot access 
that section without causing damage 
which we do not want to do.”

IN August,1914 the First 
World War started and local 
young men from all walks of 
life joined the armed forces. 

Among them was Harry Nott, 
the son of William Nott, an Al- 
brighton builder and undertaker. 

In 1914, Harry was a mechanic at 
the Sunbeam Motor Car Company 
working in the experimental shop on 
the company’s racing cars and early 
aero-engines. 

Enlisted 

He enlisted as an aero-engine fitter, 
a rare trade in those days, and was 
posted to No 15 Squadron, training on 
Salisbury Plain. The squadron made 
the trip to France in December, 1915, 
and were based at Droglandt making 
reconnaissance flights over the Front 
Line. 

In those days there were no such

thing as trained air gunners, and any 
keen ground crew were used. 

At 8.30 am on January 19,1916 
Harry took off with Captain Hender¬ 
son as pilot of a Be.2c biplane, man¬ 
ning the single Lewis gun from the 
front cockpit. 

The engine was not running well 
and they could not climb above 5,000ft. 
Over the front line they saw two Ger¬ 
man Taube monoplanes climbing to 
attack them. 

Harry opened fire but when the two 
Germans fired back he was wounded 
in the face, a wound which meant he 
lost his right eye. He continued to fire 
his machine gun, and shot down one 
of the German aircraft, which they 
saw crash, and the other then flew 


off. Captain Henderson successfully 
landed their damaged aircraft and 
Harry was taken to hospital in Bou¬ 
logne before being sent home. 

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, something which sur¬ 
prised him greatly as he thought he 
was only doing what anyone would do. 

After further hospital treatment he 
was posted to No 38 Squadron at Cas¬ 
tle Bromwich which had been formed 
there to counter the Zeppelin menace. 

Shop 

It is possible he served at Perton 
airfield, which had been built as a re¬ 
lief landing ground for anti-Zeppelin 
flights; though there is no proof of this. 

He served with No 38 Squadron for 
the remainder of the War. After the 
war he married his girlfriend Annie 
Reynolds and opened a toy shop in Al- 
brighton, serving in the Home Guard 
in the Second World War.

NORMANDY veteran and life¬ 
long Saddlers fan Ron Davies 
was given a rousing recep¬ 
tion when he made a guest 
appearance at the Banks’s 
Stadium. 

The father-of-two received a 
resounding round of applause be¬ 
fore the pre-season friendly with 
Aston Villa that was attended by 
more than 6,500 fans. 

A proud supporter, he and members 
of his family were welcomed to the 
ground by club bosses after he was 
spotted on television talking about his 
love for the club while in Normandy, 
France, at the 70th anniversary of the 
D-Day landings. 

The 88-year-old was among a group 
who returned there with the Nor¬ 
mandy Veterans’ Association to pay 
tribute to fallen comrades in June.

The club launched a campaign on 
social media to track down Mr Davies 
and discovered that he lived just a 
stone’s throw from the ground. 

And on his return from France, 
manager Dean Smith and club sec¬ 
retary Dan Mole paid him a surprise 
visit to present him with a scarf, a 
signed football and a club tie. 

They also invited him to be guest of 
honour at the match won 1-0 by Villa. 
He was joined at the game by his wife 
of 57 years Dot, aged 86, and son Ian, 
55, and his nephew John Davies,71. 

Mr Davies said: “I love the club. I’ve 
been watching the team since I was six 
years old. I watched my first match in 
1932 at the old Fellows Park ground. 
I still take a good look when I go past 
the site. It holds a lot of happy memo¬ 
ries for me. I appreciate what the club 
has done for me and I want to thank

them very much.” During the Second 
World War Mr Davies served on the 
destroyer HMS Southdown after join¬ 
ing the Royal Navy, aged 17, with his 
friend Jeff Holt in April, 1943.

As a young man Mr Davies was a 
keen footballer and won team medals 
in the Navy and, after he left in 1947,

FOCUS ON BLOXWICH 


Drop in users is blamed 
as bank branch to close 


A DROP in users has been blamed on the 
closure of a bank branch in Walsall. Boss¬ 
es at NatWest on High Street, Bloxwich sent 
letters to its customers advising them the 
branch was to close. 

It has not been announced how many staff have 
been hit by the closure or whether they have been 
offered posts at alternative branches within the 


company. 

NatWest said the decision 
to close the branch was due 
to a drop in users and an 
increase in the number of 
people banking online. 

But the move has been 
criticised by groups of res¬ 
idents and councillors who 
say elderly and vulnerable 
customers will be left with¬ 
out a local branch. 

NatWest spokesman 
Anna Stephens said: “Bank¬ 
ing has changed signifi¬ 
cantly over the last few 
years as more and more of 
our customers are using dig¬ 
ital technology to bank with 
us where and when it is con¬ 
venient for them. 

“As a result, there has 
been a 30 per cent drop in 
branch transactions since 
2011 whilst online and 
mobile transactions have 
grown by over 200 per cent. 
Closing a branch is a diffi¬ 
cult decision and one we do 
not take lightly. 

“Whenever we close a 
branch, we always look at

other ways our customers 
can access similar banking 
services.” 

Ward councillor Louise 
Harrison said: “I think it 
is a real shame that Nat¬ 
West has decided to close its 
branch in Bloxwich. 

“And I feel especially 
sorry for elderly and vul¬ 
nerable people who may 
have been using that bank 
for many years. As a result 
of the closure people will be 
forced to travel into Walsall 
town or to Cannock and 
that is too far. The bank 
says that more people are 
doing online banking but 
not everyone has access to a 
computer and lots of people 
do not trust it.” 

Meanwhile, Barclays in 
High Street, Brownhills an¬ 
nounced last week it would 
be shutting. Staff will be of¬ 
fered posts at an alternative 
site when the bank closes on 
October 24.

It’s a car designed to fit into real-world lifestyles where 
you need lots of places to store bits and pieces, where 
touch-screens are as second nature as a second scoop of 
ice cream and where people always manage to open their 
doors into your paintwork. The Cactus is built to take life’s 
little trials in its stride with a radical re-think. 

That’s why you’ll find those curious and distinctive 
coloured panels along the sides. These ‘AirBump’ air-filled 
blocks are scratch-resistant and a bit bouncy, so errant 
supermarket trolleys and swinging coat zips won’t leave a 
mark. The same material is on the boot and in a few other 
places too, helping to avoid any ugly and expensive body¬ 
work damage. 

The Cactus is the first truly honest Citroen for years. It’s a 
bit madcap but not so much so to be off-putting. The con¬ 
trols are where you’d expect them, the pedals do what they 
should and the wheels aren’t made out of cheese. It’s simply 
very good at the everyday biffabout thing, and there’s no 
doubt a lot of people will be very taken by this. 

Character 

You don’t get as much outright space as you do in, say, 
a Seat Toledo, but the Cactus has a far greater character 
garnish to go with its healthy dollop of practicality. There are 
door pockets aplenty and a panoramic glass roof to give 
a more spacious-feeling cabin, and it’s fair to say there’s 
enough rear legroom for adults - just. 

A really nice touch is the ‘suitcase-style’ interior detailing 
on the door pulls and glove box. It adds a sense of travel 
adventure, but there’s loads of room inside the glove-case 
to add substance to the style. 

Citroen openly admits the Cactus is built to a price. That’s 
half the point; realistic ownership costs. With that in mind 
it’s amazing how quietly the 1.2-litre 110-horsepower petrol 
version bimbles around town. At 30mph in the fourth of five 
gears, the loudest thing is the air conditioning fan, which 
itself is only lightly breathing away in the background. 

There’s nothing remarkable about the way it drives. The 
soft, chunky seats are unusual these days and very com¬ 
fortable, the steering is quite slow and unthreatening, and 
the ride is very smooth over good surfaces and undulating 
bumps. 

Loyal 

It’s worse over sharp bumps, mind you, where the sus¬ 
pension crashes unexpectedly and noisily, but on the 
whole the driving experience is that of a car you’d never 
regret buying or dislike owning. It feels a bit like a loyal fam¬ 
ily pet. 

In terms of raw space there’s more for your money out 
there. But ‘value’ cars tend to be a bit soulless and that al¬ 
ways counts against them. The Cactus definitely has more 
of a character and a charm that can’t entirely be priced up. 
In terms of providing family-friendly transport that you’re not 
afraid to see bumped around now and again, what could 
be better? 

There could be clever finance deals on the cards, too, 
if the UK follows suit with Spain’s ‘pay as you drive’ mile- 
age-based finance scheme. 

The brilliant news is that this won’t just appeal to budget- 
led buyers who hate looking after their cars. It’s a damn fine 
everyday car with some great quirks and an unusual look, 
so parents looking for something livelier-looking to put on 
the drive will love it; as will people bored with the same old 
hatchback crowd. 

This car summed up in a single word: Unconventional. 
Among a sea of relative boredom it dares to be different, 
and while it’ll raise a few eyebrows, it turns heads and cre¬ 
ates big smiles.

Forward 

“I think the goals will come,” he 
said. “I feel every time we go forward 
there is a good chance we are going to 
score. 

“We have the players in the team. 
We had the label last year after every 
game where we were coming off and 
people were saying ‘good football, no 
goals’ -1 don’t want people to think or 
be able to say that this season. 

“I think we have the bit between our 
teeth.” 

Baxendale admitted he needs to 
increase his own personal tally after 
netting just three times last term, as 
the team look to spread goals around 
and added: “As a team we don’t want 
to come away with the same regrets as 
last season and if we spread the goals 
around, that will help.” 

The midfielder is keen to get off to a 
flying start at Vale after admitting the 
opening game of the season has been 
at the forefront of his mind since the 
fixtures came out in June. 

“When the fixtures come out and 


you see it is Port Vale, y you think 
about Port Vale every day,” he said.

Having done enough during a 
pre-season trial to catch the eye of 
Saddlers boss Dean Smith, Clifford 
was handed an extended chance to 
prove his worth with a contract until 
January. 

With Walsall player of the season 
Sam Mantom’s season delayed by in¬ 
jury, Clifford is eyeing the chance to 
establish himself as a first-team per¬ 
former. And he is relishing the pros¬ 
pect of senior action. 


“I’m delighted to have signed after 
the initial week I was here,” he said. 

“The manager and the boys have 
been fantastic and I’m looking forward 
to the rest of the season. 

“It was nice to get on the pitch to¬ 
ward the end of the game on Saturday 
and get some minutes in front of the

WALSALL’S Ellie Simmonds was 
“over the moon” with a world re¬ 
cord and a second victory of the IPC 
European Championships - despite 
ending her latest golden swim with 
a headache. 

The 19-year-old beat her own S6 
200m individual medley world re¬ 
cord by more than three-tenths of 
a second in Eindhoven to claim gold 
despite banging her head during the 
race. 

She set a world record in the event 
in Montreal almost a year ago but 


bettered it last week to finish in 
3min, 4.07sec and leave Ukraine’s 
Yelyzaveta Mereshko trailing in sec¬ 
ond place. 

Simmonds had previously claimed 
gold in the S6 400m freestyle and sil¬ 
ver in the S6 60m freestyle. 

“Every race I swim means as much 
to me and it was such a tough race,” 
she said. “But I’m so over the moon 
to swim a world record. I’ve got a bit 
of a headache now! I swam the but¬ 
terfly and hit my head on the wall as 
I went into backstroke. 


“On the breaststroke I could see 
the Ukrainian who beat me in the 
freestyle on Wednesday so I knew 
I had to give myself such a lead be¬ 
cause she could beat me on the free¬ 
style. 

“So I just got my head down and 
gave it everything I had and I was so 
happy it was a world record.” 

“I knew I’d trained really hard 
on my TM’ and I write down all my 
splits in a little book at the side of my 
bed where I write down what I want 
to achieve.

NEW-BOY Tom Bradshaw who became a 
goal hero at the weekend had backed Wal¬ 
sall’s new-look forward line to fire from the 
start this season.

“I have heard a few people speak about it 
(the lack of goals),” said the striker. 


“But when I was with Shrewsbury and 
we played Walsall last year they scored 
about five in three games against us so 
there didn’t seem to be much of a problem 
then. 

“From what I have heard it was the big 
issue, but this is a new season and I’m con¬ 
fident we will do well.” 

Promotion appears to be the generally ac¬ 
cepted target for the Saddlers this season.

when Smith opted to bring 
in a player who failed to 
do exactly that for Bury in 
League Two. 

But on this evidence, it 
looks a stroke of genius as 
the 27-year-old submitted a 
performance full of endeav¬ 
our and skill. 

Grimes was the visitors’ 
best attacking player in a 
first half where they often 
appeared disjointed in the 
final third. 

After the break he was 
even better, turning and 
twisting in the box and see¬ 
ing one shot fly narrowly 
over, before then having the 
precision to pick out Brad¬ 
shaw’s run in the build-up 
to the equaliser. 

The scorer too can take 
pride in a clinical perfor¬ 
mance. Bradshaw had prom¬ 
ised goals would come from 
the start and duly delivered, 
netting with his only chance 
of the match. 

Like Grimes, he is also a 
player who believes he can 
flourish in the environment 
Smith and his staff have cre¬ 
ated at the Saddlers. 

The 21-year-old beamed 
throughout his post-match 
interviews.
